A Big Recruiting Meeting Is 
Held in Victoria Hall. 



SIR W. PETERSON SPOKE 



lie Dwelt at Length Upon the 
Attitude of Germany in 
Present War. . 



Principal Peterson was one of tho 
speakers at a recruiting meeting in 
Victoria Hall, Westmount, last even- 
ing. In bis opinion tho duty of every 
man is clear. If In gond licalth, and 
of military ago, ho nuipt a.sk himself 
If he has a Just impediuicnt for not 
enlisting. If he has no moral reason 
for taking such a stand, it is undoubt- 
edly his duty to join for overseas ser- 
vice at once. AVbat would bo the re- 
sult if all failed to do their duty? Now 
is the lime to go. Tho strength of tho 
enemy has now reached Its nia.ximuin 
height. All of their great resources 
are being used up. They are rapidly 
decreasing in power. Oiu" strength 
must increase. 

It is no longer a rase of fighting for 
tho Old Country. It is now a case of 
fisliting for our lives. Some people 
seem to. have a different opinion. They 
think that the war is almost over, and 
that the time has come to form a peaco 
meeting, to tell tho troublesome little 
boys to stop quarreling, to go home 
and be good. In spito of this opinion, 
which is fortunately hold by a very 
few who iiic ignorant of the facts, wo 
can not have peace until the origi- 
nators of this "manufactured horror 
of war" have been crusheii. Then, 
and only then, we will have a trui> 
ai;d lasting peace. 

The Kaiser staled that tho sword 
was thrust into his hand. Priiititial 
Peterson said that he hoped it would 
cut him. It has done so several times. 
It will continue to do so. Germany's 
statcmeut that the war has been forc- 
ed u|)on them is an empty lie. Italy 
know this, since she joined us. Tho 
overseas would not ha\t! been so 
ready to join if there had been any 
possible taint of jingoism in Britain's 
policy. Our men would not have boon 
so eager to enlist if they had not bocu 
rertain that they were in the right. 
Canada knows that Great Britain's 
stand Is nn honorable one, the only 
one possible. In her broader vision 
our Dominion sees herself as one of 
many component states. S113 cannot 
work alone. 

Canada Is ready to use every means 
to carry the Empire to victorv. 

Col. Magoe. tjf the 1 1Sth Baltallon. 
also addressed the ineuting. This wa.i 
only his second lecrulting speech, 
since be has not fell called upon to 
tell other.s to go until he Itnew that he 
was going himself, until he could say 
come. It is the duty of every man 
who Is physically fit, he said, to enlist. 
Those who arc noi, pbysicnliy fit have 
also their duty. They should encour- 
age others to go. They must fill the 
places which able men must vacate. 
No able-bodied man Is exempt fioin 
active service because he holds a re- 
sponsible position. He has a duty to 
Ills country. Those who are not 
phy.sically fit must remove bis re- 
sponsibilities. 

Col. .Mugce said that he knew from 
experience that when a man has en- 
listed, he will find the moment of 
his appearance In uniform the hap- 
piest moment of bis life.

A despatch sent out from the Cen- 
sor's Office at Ottawa yesterday, stat- 
ed that the Kourth Universities Com- 
pany, reinforcements P.P.C.L.I., had 
arrived safely In England OU tho 
isteauur Lapland. 

The ciepuriuro of the Fourth Uni- 
versities Company from -Montreal was 
in few resiiects differenl from that of 
Other overseas uniLs from the city. If 
it differed at all, it was in the small- 
noss of tho crowd which followed the 
Comimny to Bonavcnture Station, and 
remained there until the special train 
over the Intercolonial dre wout. 
Il ls possible that this was duo to the 
fact that the hour of deiiariurc wa.s 
not widely known ttirouehouL the 
city, strict instructions having been 
received from Ottawa to [irevent, if 
possible, this iuforniation being made 
public. 

At seven o'clock p.m., ou .November 
25, the Company fell In on the old 
camiius with their full active service 
equipment. Rolls were called and re- 
ports made, showing a full attendance. 
Shortly afterwards tho C. 0. T. C. 
band at full strength, and led by 
Drum .Major Tom Oiaydoii, arrived on 
the campus and coniinenced playing 
patriotic nils. AltiHcied hy the music, 
a small crowd soon gathered, many 
.McGill undergraduiitos and profcs.sors 
heing noticed. Tlio Company was 
formed up in line lor a time and those 
wishing to do so, had an opportunity 
of saying good-bye to the men. 

At 7.30 the Company moved off with 
the C. O. T. C. band in the lead, and 
Lt.-Col. Starke, O.C. the C. O. T. C, 
Capt. J. C. Simpson, Adjutant of the 
C. 0. T. C, and Captain A. S. Eve, who 
bad trained the Company, and other 
officers of the Contingent followed 
after. Men from the Third Siege Bat- 
tery, Heavy Artillery, carried torches.

It is at this period of tlie session tliat the strain of two 
months' hard and continuous work is first felt by all under- 
graduates, and the Iiappy release of the Cliristmas vacation is 
anxiously awaited.

First comes the matter of fresh air. It is highly important 
to every one that they should take full advantage of the vitalizing 
and regenerative powers of this truly priceless commodity. This 
we may do to some extent by living in well-ventilated rooms. 
Certain students seem to take delight in shutting- themselves up 
in an atmosphere which certainly does them no good. Each of us 
should spend a reasonable portion of each day in the open air- 

The next consideration is that of exercise. Many fomis of 
this are open to men who care to take them up, and of these the 
C. 0. T. C, and the various classes in athletics are the ones that 
immediately come to mind. Any of these may be indulged in at 
little cost either of time or of money, and it is hardly necessary 
for the Daily to enlarge upon the benefits which are undoubtedly 
derived from participation in these foiTns of exercise. However, 
the fact remains that only a small proportion of students do or 
will avail themselves of these opportunities. To these the Daily 
would say "walk." Walking is the finest all-round exercise known 
to man, and when combined with the beneficial influence of fresh 
air, it is well calculated to keep one in good condition. 

The matter of diet is one which does not receive the atten- 
tion it merits. Not only are we dependent on the quantity, but 
also on the quality and nature of the food which is used by our 
bodies to supply the energy necessary for our many activities.

Sleep is another important fattor in the maintenance of 
health. Again in this case, different indi>;iduàls require different 
amounts for the preservation of their health, and it is only on the 
personal experience of each that any definite I'ulc can be found. 
'However, it is safe to say that none of us can do with less than 
six hours, and that eight hours is a more suitable allowance for 
the majority. If we reduce tliis, oven for the purpose of study, 
less useful work is actually done, since the efficiency of the brain 
is inevitably lowered and poorer and slower work results. 

The final aspect of the question with which we will now 
deal is the subject of recreation. No one of us can afford to live 
without some of the pastimes or hobbies which go so far to make 
life agreeable, but here again we are met with the remarkable 
divergence of human tastes. Perhaps in no way is the disparity 
between different natures better seen than in the different forms 
of amusement which appeal to them most, and it is therefore 
quite impossible to deal in a general manner with this subject. 
6ut> notwithstanding, there is no doubt that each one of us should 
see that sufficient time is devoted to recreation- 
It is up to us to sec that sufficient of our time, attention 
and energy is devoted to the various components which together 
make up the true University life.

The medical schools of Edinburgh 
have long and famous histories since 
the date of their incorporation, July 1, 
1505, and have produced many of the 
most famous physicians and surgeons 
the world has known. Notwithstand- 
ing their long hours and heavy re- 
sponsibilities, many of them are noted 
for their keen wit and humor, .as 
shown by a largo number of anec- 
dotes. 

The three Alexander Monros, known 
as primus, secundus and tertlus, held 
tho professorship between Iheni for 
126 years, from 1720 to 1846. The 
first Munio distiiieuishcd himself by 
caring for the wounded of both sides 
at the battle of Prcstonpans. The sec- 
ond Monro made an odd bargain with 
the Town Council. If they would ap- 
point his son to succeed him, he would 
carefully train hlin for the post In tho 
best schools, both at home and abroad. 
When he bad completed his education, 
his father Invited the notables of the 
city to hear his first lecture. Monro 
third had got It up by heart, but 
through excitement forgot every word 
of It; ho had to speak extempore, yet 
he knew his subject and made a tell- 
ing address. Ho delivered lectures 
without notes ever afterward. He 
was, however, not equal to the father 
and grandfather. The memory of his 
great predecessors was too much for 
him. 

Hs had as his rival the famous Dr. 
John Barclay, lecturer on anatomy, 
17Û7-1825. Barclay's lectures were fla- 
vored with caustic old Edinburgh wii. 
He warned his students to beware ot 
discoveries of anatomy. "In a field so 
well wrought, what remained to dis- 
cover? As at harvest, first come tho 
reapers to the uncut grain and then 
the gleaners, and finally the geese, 
idly poking among the rubbish. Gen- 
tlemen, wc arc tho geese!" Barclay 
had collected a considerable museum, 
of which a fine elephant, an early 
Jumbo in fact, was the Rem. When 
his friends tried to gel a chair of com- 
parative anatomy I'ounclcd for liliu in 
the university, the medical faculty op- 
posed it. One ot Kay's most famous 
caricatures represents Barclay seated 
on an elephant charging the college 
gate, which Is barred against bim. 
Barclay had been brought up for the 
church, and aftor supplying the pulpit 
of Uev. Baird,'tof Bo'ness, "How did 
they like hlml? asked Mr. Balrd, of 
Sandy, the village sage. "Gey wed. 
minister, gey weel; but everyboay 
thought him daft." "Why. Sandy?" 
Oh. for gudc reasons, minister ; Mr. 
Barclay was aye skinning puddocks 
(frogs)." Dogs fled In terror at the 
sight of him. Ho had incautiously cut 
up a dog in the piTsencc of Its kind, 
and had an ill-name In the canine 
world. Not that this Implied any Ill- 
will to dogs: ciulto the contrary, as 
witness a story of Dr. John Goodstir, 
who had carefully studied the anat- 
omy of tho horse. "I love tho horse, 
I love tho horse, " he said with fervor. 
"I have dissected him twice." 

Dr. Robert Knox was one of the 
most striking figures of his time. 
Through an attack of smallpox In his 
youth, ho had lost his left eye and his 
features were badly disfigured. Yei 
be was widely read and of wide cul- 
ture, and a prime favorite with wo 
men. In a city of superior talkers, his 
biographer ranks him as a conversa 
tlonallBt superior to DcQulncey, 
Though ho was singularly tender- 
hearted and opposcil experimentation 
on living animals, ho was neverthe- 
less nn enthusiastic scientist. He 
spent $15,000 on a whale which ho dis- 
sected and whose skeleton ho secured 
for the museum. He was very careful 
In his dress and person. His friend, 
Dr. Macdonald, professor of natural 
hUtory in St. Andrews, calling upon 
hijn one day, found bim witb bis sis- 
ter. She had a pair of curling-tongs 
in her baud, with which she was 
touching up bcr brother's rather 
scanty locks. "Ah, nh! I see." said 
Macdonald, "the modern Apollo at- 
tired by tho Graces." Knox was not 
unduly disturbed by remarks ot this 
sort. 

One of Monro's pupils, the opposite 
camp, wagered that he would imt tho 
anatomist out of lioris. He l onfroiilcd 
Dr, Kno.x on the strcel, Hayliii,', "Well, 
by Jove, Dr. Knox, you arc the Ui?llc:u 
fellow I ever saw In my life!" Kno.t 
quietly patted the impudent student 
on the shoulder. "Ah, then you can- 
not have seen ray brother Fred." Dr. 
Knox was involved in an unfortunate 
dissection ta.^e, and though exonerat- 
ed by the court, lived a large part or 
his life under its shadow. Once when 
walking In the Meadows with Dr. 
Adams. Knox gave a penny to a pretty

Dr. John Ueid, the physiologist, had 
dissected two sharlis, in which he 
could discover no sign ot a brain; he 
was much perplexed.

Dr. John Bennet, president of the 
Royal College of Surgeons in 1803, a 
very slender man, once asked a tatloi 
It be could measure bim for a suit ot 
small clothes. "Oh," said the man ot 
tho shears, "hold up your stick; It will 
servo the purpose well enough." 

Dr. Alexander Wood (1725-1807), 
one of the best known surgeons of old 
Kdliiburgh. and Sir James Stirling, the 
Provost of Edinburgh, wero so alike 
that they wero often mistaken for each 
other, Tho Provost was politically 
unpopular, and an angry mob once 
dragged Wood to tho edge of the 
North Bridge with the intention of 
throwluK him over. He yelled out.; 
"I'm lang Sandy Wood; tak' mo to a 
lamp and ye'll see," and the crowd 
dispersed with shouts ot laughter. 

The younger Dr. Gregory (1753- 
1S21) became one of the Royal Edin- 
burgh volunteers. Sergt. Gould said 
of him: "Ho may be a good physi- 
cian, but he Is a very awkward sol- 
dier." Ho asked too many questions 
Sir," said the instructor, " you arc 
here to obey orders and not to ask 
reasons," And again, " Hold your 
tongue, sir. I would rather drill ten 
clowns than one philosopher." Greg- 
ory visited Matthew Balllie (1761- 
1823), In London. Afterwards. Greg- 
ory said: "Baillic knows nothing but 
physic." UaiUio was equally compli- 
mentary. "Gregory," he said, "seems 
to know everything but physic." A 
fashionable lady once troubled Balllie 
with a long account of imaginary ills. 
He managed to escape, but was re- 
called by an urgent message. "Might 
she eat some oysters on ber return 
from the opera?" "Yes. ma'am," said 
Balllie, "shells and all." 

Dr. Robert Lisinn lectured as assis- 
tant with Prof. James Syntc. It was 
said of him that "ho never wasted a 
word, nor a drop ot Ink, nor a drop of 
blood." 

Sir William Fergusson (1R08-1877), 
who later became president of the 
Royal College of Surgeons In I.ondon, 
was remarkable for the speed and cer- 
tainty of his work. "Ixiok out sharp," 
said il student; "if you only even wink, 
you'll miss the opportunity altogeth- 
er," There must have been something 
magical in the touch ot these great 
operators. One of his patients said : 
"When Ferguson put bis hand upon 
mc to examine my Jaw, I felt that be 
was the man to do the operation for 
me, the contrast between hft exam- 
ination and that of the others was so 
great." Once when operating upon a 
large, deep-seated tumor In the neck, 
a severed artery gave forth an enor- 
uious quantity of blood ; an .isslstam 
stopped the wound with his finger. 
"Just get your finger out of the way 
and let's see wbut it is," and, quick as 
lightning, he had the artery tied up. 

Dr. John Bell, one of tho two fam- 
ous brothers, had a large practice and 
charged largo fees for his operations, 
A rich country laird once gave him a 
fee of $250, which the surgeon thought 
not enough. As the butler opened the 
door for him, the doctor said to him : 
"You have bad considerable trounie 
opening the door tor jnc; hero Is a 
trifle for you," and handed the money 
to hlro, The laird took the hint and 
forwarded the surgeon a cheque foi 

îîr.o. 

Sir James Young Simpson (1811- 
1870), the discoverer of chloroform, 
was alHo an uecomplished scholar and 
antl(iuarian. An apology was made to j 
him because he liad been kept walling i 
for a ferry-boat. "Oh, dear, no," said 
lie, "T was all (lie lime bii.sy cliloro- 
fon.iiii.i? the ccIr in the ixml. " Parting 
from a young doctor who had started 
a nirriagc, ho raid: "I have Just been 
telling him I will pray for bis humil- 
ity." He would not have In bis work- 
ing library any scientific book that was 
over ten years old. The final trial ot 
choloroform was^made on November 
28, 1837. Dr. Simpson and bis two as- 
sistants. Dr. Keith and Dr, Duncan, ex- 
perimented on themselves. Dr. Simp- 
son went off and was roused' by the 
snores of Dr. Duncan and tho convul- 
sive movemeiils of Dr. Keith. He saw 
that the great discovery hail come to 
a successful end. Dr. SIniii.son went 
on with bis experiments. Once he be- 
came insensible imder the liifluciicr 
of nii\\\c (ling. As he came to liiiii.-;i'lf. 
lie bcaiil his butler, ("larkr. shouting 
in !inn( r iiiul coium'Ii: "He'll kill 
hlnisilf ycl wi' Iliac exprrinients. nu' 
lie's !i big fnlc. for they'll never find 
:uiyibiiig better than chlory." On an- 
other occasion, Simpson and some 
friends were taking chloral ether la 
aerated water. Clarke was much in-

XAVIGlTIOJf IN THE BALTIC. 



Stockholm, Sweden. — Owing to the 
presence of mine fields, as well as to 
the increasing activity of British sub- 
marines which have already account- 
ed tor some 15 German merchant 
ships In the Baltic, navigation in these 
waters has been considerably cur- 
tailed and threatens to come to a com- 
plete standstill. Recently, it Is stated, 
20 vessels w-ith cargoes of Iron ore tor 
Germany were lying Idle In Stockholm 
harbor, while many others which ban 
already left the south of Sweden had 
to be recalled by wireless. The regu- 
lar steamship service between Stock- 
holm and Abo In Finland has also 
ceased, owing, it is believed, to the 
numeroiu mines which bave been 
washed asbore along the coast near 
Stockholm. As a result of these in- 
creasing difficulties, the Swedish State 
War Insurance Company have decided 
to double their premiums. The Sweo- 
Ish press has stated Its conviction that 
the British and Russian submarines 
which are operating In the Baltic «se 
as their base a small bay In the 
Aaland Islands, which, it Is consto- 
ered, would be eminently suited to 
this purpose.

The following are extracts from let- 
ters received by relatives from Harry 
C. Beatty, Arts '15, who is now with 
the Canadian force in England. Be- 
sides being president of The Daily, 
Harry was representative of the Arts 
Faculty on the Students' Council: 

Wcstenhanger, Nov. 13, 1915. 
Dear , 

"I don't blame English people tor 
going to the Continent or any other 
place in the winter time. Do you 
know that during the last week we 
have had one day that the sun peeped 
out? Besides this, the wind and ram 
make a fine mixture on this clay soil. 
Mud on your boots, on your clothes. 
In your hair— and it Is almost Impos- 
sible to keep It from laying peacefully 
in your bed 1 

Since our new O.C. arrived we have 
all been busy. It will be necessary 
for me to make some explanatory re- 
marks on "busy." The hardest share 
of tho work falls on sergeants, aud 
especially on the sergeant-major ann 
quartermaster-sergeant. In all this 
mud we have to see that vehicles and 
harness are absolutely clean at each 
morning parade. Everything has lo 
be just so, or there are fireworks. ^\'o 
are all getting a fine training, how- 
ever, and there Is no favoritism. 

"I think we will have a fine battery 
in a short time. We are being pushea, 
and, believe me, I have never worked 
BO hard! This applies to all the ser- 
geants. 

"The two letters from home have just 
arrived. I was Interested to learn that 
they were having recruiting meetings 
in tho old town. This life would cer- 
tainly do some of the lazy fellows who 
are staying comfortably at home, a 
world of good. It there were not a 
great issue behind it all, men might 
bo pardoned for not doing something, 
but as it is, there can be no excuse. 

"I am convinced now, more than 
ever, that conscription would be a bad 
thing. It England can carry on this 
war without compulsory service, it 
will be one of the finest examples of 
the force of the free English law, and 
one of the deadliest blows to armed 
autocracy. 

"Next week we start our night m»u- 
oeuvres. Then we will go to Wales 
for three weeks' shooting, and after 
that to France, or, according t^ the 
latest rumor, Serbia." 

In another letter, Quartermaster- 
Sergeant Beatty describes a vLsit to 
Canterbury Cathedral, which Is only 
twenty miles from Wcstenhanger. He 
says: 

"The old Cathedral Is magnificent. 
I think it is much grander than St. 
Paul's or Westminster Abbey, Jn that 
its surroundings are so beautiful. One 
of the boys had a camera and we took 
several pictures. 

'"fherc is a fine hostelry in Canter- 
bury, known as the "Fleur de Lis,' 
where we had steak and chops, coffee 
and cabbage, all of which was very 
nicely cooked. 

"We are being pushed at a terrible 
rate, and everybody Is working his 
bead off. Our new O. C. has been at 
the front, and his experience is a fine 
thing for the Battery," 

Then follows a description of tho 
way in which they are working, in the 
course of which he describes in detail 
an inspection by the colonel: 

"You are warned the day preceding 
tho inspection, and everybody gets all 
his equipment In as good shape as pos- 
sible. 

"In the morning you are Inspected 
by the lieutenants, then by the captain 
and then by the major. After he fln- 
tsbos, the lieutenant-colonel of the 

I brigade along with a staff officer goes 
around and looks Into every strai), etc. 
"There is no rest In this game. He 

I Is lucky who wears no stripes. If, 

I perchance, he wears a crown, his 
trials and tribulations are almost be- 
yond endurance. Thank Heaven, I'm 

! not nervous! 

"I absolutely don't have time to 
write except on Sunday. Our lights 
go out very early on account of Zepp. 
raids, and so we have to do all our 
writing in the daytime."

Captain 
Kingman is a well-known McGill 
graduate and business man. He Is 28 
years of age and the son of Abner 
Kingman, of Montreal, director of the 
Canadian Bank of Conunerce,and other 
financial InsUtutions. Capt. Kingman 
graduated in Arts in 1908, ranking 
first In his class. He was quite prom- 
inent in athletics at the university, 
being captain of the Arts hockey team 
in 1907 and treasurer of the McGill 
Tennis Club for several years.

Kingman is well known, being a mem- 
ber of the bond and Inveistment brok' 
crago firm of McKenzIe & Kingman. 

Lieut. J. E. Hoare, ot the C.O.T.C. 
has been appointed signalling officer 
o( the USth. Lieut. Hoare, who is a 
graduate of Cambridge, is engaged 
In Insurance work in tho city. He 
Joined the C.O.T.C. last session and 
became sergeant of the signal section 
later on. When Lieut. Tldmarsh left 
the C.O.T.C. to Join the 87th Grena- 
dier Guards, C.E.F., Lieut. Hoare suc- 
ceeded him as signalling officer. Lat- 
terly be has been, acting as signalling 
instructor to the Universities Com- 
panies, P.P.C.L.I. 



Lieut. Harold Key. who has just 
secured a commission in tbe 148th 
Battalion, which is being formed in 
this city for service overseas, Is a man 
who is equally well known as a sol- 
dier, musician and athlete. Lieut. Key 
is a young Englishman of rare musi- 
cal attainments, both as a vocalist and 
organist. He was graduated with bigh 
honors from the Guildhall School ot 
.Music, London, England, and shortly 
afterwards came to Canada. In this 
country he first held the post of or- 
ganist in the First Methodist Church, 
St Thomas, Ont., later removing to 
BrockvlUe, Ont, where he became or- 
ganist at the First Presbyterian 
Church, one of the oldest congrcga- 
tious of that denomination in Upper 
Canada. Threo years ago the choir, 
under his direction at the Brockvllie 
Church, came within a fraction of a 
point of carrying off first honors in 
the choral section of the Earl Grey 
competition at Ottawa. He is also a 
baritone soloist of note, and was well 
known while at BrockvlUe as a sculler 
and football player. A year ago Mr. 
Key took up residence in Montreal a« 
organist of the St. James .'^lothodlst 
Church, said to be the largest Prot- 
estant congregtation in the city, aud 
since coming here has done very good 
work and been constantly In demand 
because of his musical attainments. 

Early in the siimmer which has just 
closed, Lieut. Key became connected 
with the Auxiliary Battalion ot the 
McGill C. 0. T. C, which was then 
formed to give a short course ot in- 
struction to the business men and 
other residents of the city. He rose 
rapidly and was within a short time 
made a non-commissioned officer. 
After the Auxiliary Battalion was dis- 
banded on the return of the student 
members of the C.O.T.C, Lieut Key 
became attached to tho Universities 
Companies which ore being raised in 
the city to supply reinforcements for 
the Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 
Infantry.

Movements of Hospital Corps 
Arc Shrouded in Mystery, 
Says Report. 



Word bas been received In Toronto 
giving assurance that an advance 
party of No. 4 Toronto .University Hos- 
pital has been sent to Macedonia. It 
is not known if the whole hospital 
corps has gone forward or not, but 
this is not considered likely. The let- 
ter, which comes from Dr. W J, O. 
Mallocb, is brief, and states that four 
of the staff, including himself and 
Captain Van Wyck, aro in Macedonia. 
This was written on November 5. 

Dr. Malloch, with Capt Van Wyck, 
and two others, bave acted as an ad- 
vance party all along tbe route. Dr. 
Malloch wrote from Salonika on Nov. 
2, saying: "We expect the others to- 
night We have a gang of men put- 
ting up tjie tents, and camp is all 
ready." 

From word received from Dr. J. A. 
Roberts, however, it was learned that 
the main body of the Hospital Corps 
did not reach Salonika until Nov. 11. 
By Nov. 6 Ihe advance party had been 
moved on to Macedonia. The move- 
ments of the Hospital Corps are cov- 
ered in mystery, and word is anxious- 
ly awaited by the Toronto relatives. 
An Important cable sent by .Mrs. Rob- 
erts to Dr. Roberts at Salonika is uu- 
answered, which makes it appear that 
the corps has moved on to Macedonia, 

"Tbe Greeks are all very polite to 
us on tbe streets," wrote Dr. Malloch 
from Salonika. "We have nothing to 
do with them, but we have been well 
received. The harbor is full of war- 
ships with their guns trained on the 
city." 

Pr. .Malloch reported that officials 
cverjwiierc -have received the Cana- 
dians with courtesy.

The following are extracts from let- 
ters received by relatives from Harry 
C, Beatty. Arts '15, who Is now with 
tho Canadian force in England. Be- 
sides being president of The Daily, 
Harry was representative of the Arts 
Faculty on the Students' Council: 

Westcnhanger, Nov. 13, 1915. 
Dear , 

"I don't blame English people for 
going to the Continent or any other 
place in the winter time. Do you 
know that during the last week we 
havo had one day that the sun peeped 
out? Besides this, the wind and ram 
make a fine mixture on this clay soil. 
.Mud on your boots, on your clothes, 
In your hair— and It is almost impos- 
sible to keep It from laying peacefully 
In your bed 1 

Since our new O.C. arrived we have 
all been busy. It will be necessary 
for me to make some explanatory re- 
marks on "busy." Tho hardest share 
of tho work falls on sergeants, and 
especially on tho sergeant-major ant, 
quartermaster-sergeant. In all this 
mud we have to see that vehicles and 
harness are absolutely clean at each 
morning parade. Everything has to 
be Just so, or there are fireworks. We 
are all getting a fine training, how- 
ever, and there is no favoritism. 

"I think we will have a fine battery 
in a short time. We are being pushea, 
and. believe me, I have never worked 
so hard! This applies to all the ser- 
geants. 

"The two letters from home have just 
arrived. I was Interested to learn that 
they woro havlug recruiting meetings 
in tho old town. This life would cer- 
tainly do some of the lazy fellows who 
are staying comfortably at home, a 
world of good. If there were not a 
great issue behind it all, men might 
be pardoned for not doing something, 
but as it is, there can be no excuse. 

"I am convinced now, more than 
ever, that conscription would be a bad 
thing. If England can carry on this 
war without compulsory service, it 
will be one of the finest examples of 
the force of the free English law, and 
one of the deadliest blows to armed 
autocracy. 

"Next week we start our night msH- 
oeuvrcs. Then wc will go to AVaies 
for three weeks' bhootlng, and after 
that to France, or, according t^ the 
latest rumor, Serbia." 

In another letter. Quartermaster- 
Sergeant Beatty describes a visit to 
Canterbury Cathedral, which is only 
twenty miles f rom Westenhanger. He 
says: 

"The old Cathedral Is magnificent 
I think it Is much grander than St. 
Paul's or Westminster Abbey, in that 
its surroiindlngB are so beautifuL One 
of the boys had a camera and we took 
several pictures. 

"There Is a fine hostelry in Canter- 
bury, known as the 'Fleur de Lis,' 
where we had steak and chops, coffee 
and cabbage, all of which was very 
nicely cooked.

Lieut. Harold Key, who has just 
secured a commission In the 14Sth 
Battalion, which is being formed in 
this city for service overseas, Is a man 
who is equally well known as a sol- 
dier, musician and athlete. Lieut. Key 
is a young Englishman of rare musi- 
cal attainments, both as a vocalist and 
organist. He was graduated with high 
honors from the Guildhall School of 
Music, London, England, and sbbrUy 
afterwards came to Canada. In this 
country be first held the post of or- 
ganist in the First Methodist Church, 
St Thomas, Ont., later removing to 
Drockvllle, Ont, where he became or- 
ganist at the First Presbyterian 
Church, one of the oldest congrega- 
tions of that denomination in Upper 
Canada. Threo years ago the choir, 
under bis direction at the Brockvinei 
Church, came within a fraction of a 
point of carrying off first honors In 
tho choral section of the Earl Grey 
competition at Ottawa. He Is also a 
baritone soloist of note, and was well 
known while at BrockviUe as a sculler 
and football player. A year ago Mr. 
Key took up residence in Montreal a» 
organist of the St. James Methodist 
Church, said to be the largest Prot- 
estant congregtation in the city, and 
since coming here has done very good 
work and been constantly in demand 
because of bis musical attainments. 

Early in the summer which has Just 
closed, Lieut. Key became connected 
with the Auxiliary Battalion of the 
McGill C. 0. T. C, which was then 
formed to give a short course of In- 
struction to the business men and 
other residents of the city. He rose 
rapidly and was within a short time 
made a non-commissioned officer. 
After the Auxiliary Battalion was dis- 
banded on the return of the student 
members of the C.O.T.C, Lieut. Key 
became attached to the Universities' 
Companies which ore being raised in | 
the city to supply reinforcements for 
the Princess Patricia's Canadian Light 
Infantry. Every morning for several | 
months he arose at a very early hour 
to give the men of the Universities 
Companies physical exercise, and cou- 
tlnued to drill tbcm until tho noon 
hour. The consequence was that the 
Universities Companies were in a very 
fit state when they left Canada. Lieut. 
Key's promotion therefore comes as a 
reward for a great deal of hard work.

Word has been received In Toronto 
giving assurance that an advance 
party of No. 4 Toronto .University Hos- 
pital has been sent to Macedonia. It 
is not known if the whole bospltal 
corps has gone forward or not, but 
this is not considered likely. The let- 
ter, which comes from Dr. W J. 0. 
Mallocb, is brief, and states that four 
of the staff, including himself and 
Captain Van Wyck, aro in Macedonia. 
This was written on November 5. 

Dr. Malloch, with Capt Van Wyctt, 
and two others, have acted as an ad- 
vance party all along tbe route. Dr. 
Mallocb wrote from Salonika on Nov. 
2, saying: "We expect tbe others to- 
night We bave a gang of men put- 
ting up tjie tents, and camp is all 
ready." 

From word received from Dr. J. A. 
Roberts, however. It was learned ihai 
the main body of the Hospital Corps 
did not reach Salonika until Nov. 11. 
By Nov. B the advance party had been 
moved on to Macedonia. The move- 
ments of the Hospital Corps aro cov- 
ered In mystery, and word Is anxious- 
ly aw-alted by the Toronto relatives. 
An important cable sent by .Mrs. Rob- 
erts to Dr. Roberts at Salonika is un- 
answered, which makes it appear tbat 
the corps has moved on to Macedonia. 

"The Greeks are all very polite to 
us on the streets," wrote Dr. Mallocb 
from Salonika. "We have nothing to 
do with them, but we havo been well 
received. The harbor Is full of war- 
ships with their guns trained on the 
city." 

Dr. .Malloch reported that officials 
everywhere have received the Cana- 
dians with courtesy.
